ORDINANCE. 


An Ordinance regulating the Water 
Supply, and Water Service in the Bor­ 
ough of New Oxford, Adams County, 
Pennsylvania, prescribing Rates for 
the use thereof, and providing tenui­ 
ties for violation of the Ordinance. 


Be it enacted by the Burgess and | 
Town Council of 'the Borough of New j 
Oxford. Adams County, Pennsylvania. ; 
and it is hereby enacted and ordained 
by the authority of the same, that the 
following Rules and Regulations, Rates 
and Penalties, for the supply and use 
of Water to the Citizens of said Bor­ 
ough, be and are hereby adopted, and 
approved: 


1. 
The water of the Borough Wafer 
Plant; shall not be used by any person 
who shall not first have obtained a 
permit signed by the Chairman of the 
Water Committee or some member of 
said Committee duly authorized and 
appointed by him, nor for any other 
purpose than shall be specified in said 
permit. 


2. No attachment shall be made to 
the main pipe, nor detachment from it, 
except under the direction and control 
of the said Water Committee; 
nor 
shall any additional attachment be 
made to any consumer's service pipe 
for any purpose than that specified in 
the permit until the same has been en­ 
tered upon his or her permit. 


3.’ All water rents shall be paid 
quarterly in advance. Failure to pay 
the same within 30 days after it is due 
may be regarded by the Water Com­ 
mittee a notice of a desire to discon­ 
tinue the use of the water and it may 
detach the branch or at its option, 
compel payment. 


4. Any member of the Water Com­ 
mittee shall have the right, at all rea­ 
sonable times, to enter the premises 
where water has been introduced, for 
any purpose connected with the use 
of the water and the interest p f the 
¿aid borough. 


5. 
It shall be the duty of persons 
holding a permit to keep their pipes, 
hydrants and faucets in good repair, so 
that the water may not be wasted. 
No 
consumer will be allowed to supply 
water to others, except by permission 
of the Water Committee. 
If found so 
doing, he or she will be liable to have 
the supply stopped and the rent al­ 
ready paid forfeited. 


6. 
In sprinkling yards or lawns, 
washing pavements or windows, each 
water taker must confine himself to 
his own premises. 
Hose larger than 
one inch will not be permitted, and 
sprinkling without a nozzle, or larger 
opening than one-fourth inch, is for­ 
bidden. 


7. 
Water from Fire Plugs shall be 
used only in case of Fire, and at no 
other time without special authority 
from the Water Committee, or by Fire 
Marshal /or testing purposes. 


8. Any consumer wishing to dis­ 
continue the use of Water shall give 
notice thereof at least 10 days previous 
to the end of the quarter, otherwise 
water rent will be charged for the en­ 
suing three months. 


9. 
Any fraudulent misrepresenta­ 
tions in regard to the use of water, or 
any wilful or negligent waste of the 
same, shall be deemed a cause for for­ 
feiture. 


10. 
Should the supply of water at 
any time be stopped for any cause, the 
Borough shall not be held for dam­ 
ages. 


11. 
The Borough reserves the right 
to restrict the water supply generally 
or specifically, as in its judgment may 
be found necessary.

If all the diamonds mined in history and existing today as cut and 


polished gems were gathered from tho ends of the earth, they would form 
a pile ahout as large a« a wagon load of coal dumped on the sidewalk, tays 
a Chicago statistical expert. 


The pile would contain 4G.;55o.4T4 carats and the gems would weigh 


ten and or."-half tons. If the pile were in the form of a cone, it would have 
a baso diameter of eight feet and a height of five feet. 
Reckoning the 


diamonds at $300 a carat, it would have a value of $M,nOfi,G-12,200. 
It 


would contain 710 1-3 gallons worth $5.539,023 a gallon; or "6 1-3 bushels 
valued at $51.570,729 a bushel. 
All the world's diamonds could be packed 


in an ordinary clothes closet or a kitchen pantry. 


This estimate is based on an approximation of the total output of 


rough diamonds in the world's entire history. India, it is estimated, has 
produced, all told, 50,000,000 carats; Brax.il, 15.000,000; South Africa, 
170,574,000; Borneo, 1,000.000; British Guiana, 50,000; Australia, 150,- 
000; China, 2,000 ; Siberia, 500; United States, 500. Tin's is a total rough 
output of 236,777,374 carats, or 55 3-5 tons avoirdupois. 


Only about fifty per cent of rough diamonds are cut into gems and 


lose about sixty per cent of their weight in being cut and polished. Dia- 
monds are practically indestructible and the first diamond ever mined may 
possibly still be in existence. But the estimate allows for the loss of at 
least 1,000,000 carats by flood, fire, shipwreck and other disasters. These 
reductions and losses leave the total of cut and polished diamonds at -1G,- 
355,474 carats. 


The estimate of -$300 a carat is the m i n i m u m price at which diamonds 


can be bousht today. 
The popular demand for diamonds was never so 


great and they have become the gem of the working people as well as tiie 
wealthy classes. 
They are worth three times as much now as before the 


war and sell at from $300 to .$1,000 a carat.

Statistical Expert Estimates Value of Gems at 
Approximately $ 13,906,642,000 


I f all the diam onds m ined in history and existing today as out and 
polished gems were palhered from (he ends of the earth, they would form 
& pile about as large as a wagon load of coal dum ped on the sidewalk, says 
a Chicago statistical expert. 


The pile would contain 46,355,-174 carais and the gems would weigh 
ten and one-half ions. If the pile were in the form of a cone, it would have 
a bass diameter of eigld feet and a height of live feet. 
Reckoning the 
diamonds at $300 a carat, it would have a value of $f3,000,642,200. 
It 
would contain 710 1-3 gallons worth $5,539,023 a gallon; or 76 1-3 bushels 
valued at $51,570,729 a bushel. All the world's diamonds could be packed 
in an ordinary clothes closet or a kitchen pantry. 


This estimate is based on an approximation of the total output of 
rough diamonds in the world's entire history. 
India, it is estimated, has 
produced, all told, 50,000,000 carats; Brazil, 15,000,000; South Africa, 
170,574,000; Borneo, 1,000,000; British Guiana, 50,000; Australia, 150,- 
000; China, 2,000; Siberia, 500; United States, 500. This is a total rough 
output of 236,777,374 carats, or 55 3-5 tons avoirdupois. 


Only about fifty per cent of rough diamonds are cut into gems and 
lose about sixtj’ per cent of their weight in being cut and polished. 
Dia­ 
monds are practically indestructible and the first diamond ever mined may 
possibly still be in existence. 
But the estimate allows for the loss of at 
least 1,000,000 carats by flood, fire, shipwreck and other disasters. These 
reductions and losses leave the total of cut and polished diamonds at 46,- 
355,474 carats. 


The estimate of $300 a carat is the minimum price at which diamonds 
can be bought today. 
The popular demand for diamonds was never so 
great and they have become the gem of the working people as well as the 
wealthy classes. 
The}' arc worth three times as much now as before the 
war and sell at from $300 to $1,000 a carat.

Wireless Telephone Will Do Much 
to Insure Speedy Mail 
Deliveries. 


BRITISH EXPERTS AT WORK 


When New System Is Working Prop­ 
erly Pilots Will Be in Constant 
Touch With Ground by Means 
of Wireless. 


London.—Will the aerial mail sorv- 
ioo. when its organization has been 
improved, still continue to bo inter­ 
rupt ed |>y such adverse weather as 
during the past week prevented on 
several days the flying of the mail 
machines between London and Paris? 
Asked I his question the other day by 
a representative of the London Times, 
Iiolt Thomas, whose high speed bi­ 
planes carry the London-Parls mail, 
replied with an emphatic “no.” 


At present, he explained, we are 
flying daily over w hat is, to a large 
extent, still an unorganized route; and 
it is no exaggeration at all to say that 
when all the organization which we 
are busily preparing Is brought ac­ 
tually into play, as it will be before 
we have to encounter another winter, 
such conditions as prevented Lieuten­ 
ant McMullin from getting through 
to P aris on the first day of the air 
mail last Monday will have no ad­ 
verse eiTeet at all on the flying of a 
machine, either from the point of view 
of safety or of adhering to scheduled 
time. 


Wireless telegraphy will help us 
enormously and 
we have now 
the 
services of one of the most practical 
experts In this country, who is con­ 
centrating his attention exclusively on 
the question as to how directional 
wireless and the wireless telephone 
may be made to help us in regular 
daily flying and to overcome such 
dltliculties as at present cause delay. 


Information for Plane Pilot. 


When we have this system working 
properly it will mean that during our 
hours of flying, say from 12 o’clock to 
4 p. m.t every land operator wilt be 
listening for messages from the air 
and a pilot having set out say from 
Hounslow, and wishing to know ex­ 
actly what the weather is like In the 
channel, will simply take up his re­ 
ceiver and call “Hello, Lympne.” 
All 
the oinei 
.:..,lnns on the airway will 
hear, but only Lympne will 
^nd 


in a moment the pilot will be given 
the information he requires. It will 
also be quite easy for one pilot to 
speak to another while twu machines 
are In flight. 


In 
each 
machine, 
also, 
we shall 
place a light telescopic mast. 
This 
will be jointed and will lie In the 
fuselage without taking up any room. 
But should a pilot have to make a 
compulsory descent he will on alight­ 
ing take out his mast, joint it together 
and place the “aerial" of his w ire­ 
less telephone on the top of It. 
Then, 
when he has raised this mast and 
stuck the end of it in the ground— 


It will he about ftO feet high when 
fully extended—he will be able to call 
up the nearest aerodrome on his^vire- 
less telephone and tell them just what 
field lie is down in and what his 
trouble is. 
In such a case, if a man 
cannot ascend again quickly, we shall 
send another machine to him from the 
nearest relief point, will'll will take 
on his mails. 
We shall .soon have a 
system, 
both 
on 
the 
English 
and 
French sections of the route, whereby 
a pilot who has a forced landing can 
get into touch immediately with the 
nearest land agent of the service, who 
will take over his mails at once and 
send them on their way in a fast mo­ 
torcycle. 


The point is now demonstrated very 
clearly that with a skillful pilot and 
a fast machine the only sort of a t­ 
mospheric conditions which seriously 
interrupts flying is such as we en­ 
counter sometimes on a bad November 
day, when an opaque mist, beginning 
almost at ground level, may extend 
upward, in an unbroken mass, to an 
altitude of something like 10,000 feet. 


Hurtling Through the Fog. 


A pilot in an airplane, flying on 
through a thick mist, is as unhappy 
as a pedestrian in a dense fog—only 
more so. 
Xot only is there the ques­ 
tion of finding his way, but he is 
faced also by the em barrassing fact 
that, through not being able to turn 


his eye upon any horizon tine, he can­ 
not judge the altitude or inclination 
of his machine in relation to the 
ground below, with the result that he 
may get into a side slip or spin and 
find suddenly that his machine has 
passed out of his control—a condition 
of affairs which may spell extreme 
peril. 


Then we expect very soon to have 
improved 
considerably 
the 
instru­ 
ments in a machine which tell its 
pilot its altitude and inclination when 
he is deprived by fog or cloud of a 
horizon line. 
Then, as yet another 
point, we are working on the question 
of lighting aerodomes and landing 
grounds so that a pilot can make a 
safe contact with the ground even 
when the air is heavily obscured. 
This is, of course, a point of capital 
importance. 
It 
is 
not 
enough 
to 
guide a man accurately while he is 
flying in misty weather. 
You must 
be able to insure him also a safe 
alighting.

NEEDS OF BINDER TWINE 


& 


Uncertainty of Supply Causes 
Anxiety in Washington. 


Diligent Efforts Being Made to Find 
New Sources for the 
Material. 


Washington.—The United States has 
long depended for much of its sup­ 
ply of binder twine on henequen from 
Yucatan. 
The uncertainty of the sup- 
ply during the past several years has 
caused 
serious 
.anxiety 
lest 
there 
should not be enough binder twine to 
harvest the increasing crops of grain 
in this country, and the United States 
departm ent of agriculture has been 
making diligent efforts to find new 
sources of supply or new regions where 
binder twine fibers may be produced. 
The chief of the bureau of plant in­ 
dustry 
reports 
encouraging 
results. 
Tin 
conditions In limited areas, ex­ 
treme southern rio rld a and on the 
larger keys, are regarded as .Mi'taWe 
for the production of sisal and hene­ 
quen fibers, provided the cost of land 
and labor is not too high to permit suc­ 
cessful competition. 
Ilenequen has 
been cultivated successfully for several 
years in Cuba and the plantations are 
being increased, but thus far they pro­ 
duce scarcely enough fiber to supply 
the cordage mills on the island. Con­ 
ditions are regarded as favorable for 
the production of binder twine fibers 
in limited areas In Haiti and over a 
much larger area in southern Santo 


Domingo. 
Experimental plantings in 
Porto Kico have resulted In the estab­ 
lishment of a commercial plantation 
near Yauco and trial plantings near 
Quebrandallas and on Mona island 
have given promise of growth. 
In 
the Vi.gin islands excellent conditions 
for the cultivation of sisal have been 
found on St. Croix. 
In the Philippines 
the introduction of modern fiber-clean­ 
ing machines has resulted in increased 
plantings of sisal and private capital 
has bought and installed machines to 
develop 
the 
industry 
on 
a 
larger 
scale.

HE autonomy that has come 
as a gift of the war to Ice­ 
land merely follows upon a 
former home rule granted by 
Denmark to the island folk in 1874. 
Bordering as the island does upon the 
arctic circle, it would seem anoma­ 
lous indeed that the former home of 
the 
free-necked, 
all-conquering 
Vi­ 
kings should be associated with aught 
hut human liberty, or that the re­ 
straints and oppressions of autocratic 
governments should be familiar things 
In this little detached world. But Ice­ 
land lias had its political struggles 
nevertheless, and from the very be­ 
ginning of its history it became the 
refuge and sanctuary of a people 
seeking safety and refuge from the 
Intolerable tyranny of a Norseman’s 
rule. 


Iceland’s story is really the story of 
the Viking, says Christian Science 
Monitor, .^n a minor degree it is as­ 
sociated v ith the mission of the Celt 
and Angl )-Saxon in the early diffu­ 
sion of Christianity. 
In 1800 the Ice­ 
landers m-tually celebrated the thou­ 
sandth anniversary of the landing of 
the first Christians. 


One is apt to picture the Viking as 
a sea-rover making his warship fast 
to that of his enemy while the shouts 
of the victor rise high above the clash 
and clang of spear and battleax upon 
shield an 1 helmet. 
But war was not 
really his occupation nor was the sea 
his home. 
He only turned to the sea 
for plun<I?r and recreation when he 
wearied of the pastoral life. 
If he 
was a m m of wealth and influence, in 
the old Norse country, he was certain 
to possess many thralls or retainers, 
to own a great hall and possibly a 
temple. 
In the center of the hall 
would be a row of fires, and against 
the wall the high seat or place of 
honor, its great pillars carved and 
crowned with images of Thor, Odin 
and Frigga. The Viking himself would 
be magnificently attired, his garments 
hound with plates of gold, and his 
sword, 
“rire-of-the-Sea-King,” 
in 
a 
jeweled scabbard by lii3 side. 
On his 
neck would doubtless be a collar of 
engraved gold, while his flowing cloak 
would be edged with gold. 


Such, also, was the early Icelander 
in the early stages of his migration 
from the old Norse hmne. 


How Iceland Was Settled. 


The Vikings peopled the remote is­ 
land deliberately, as a land where 
freedom awaited them. Unlike other 
lands it h:,d no prehistoric history. 
Fire-born, it had known not even the 
prehistoric savage. 
Man’s coming be­ 
gan, it may be naid, with a woman’s 
whim, and a Viking’s vow. Is it not all 
told in “The Story of Harald Hair- 
fair,” and by Snorri in “Ileimskrin- 
gla?” 
How Harald sent his messeh- 
ger * to G.vda, daughter of Eric, King 
of Hordaland, with the request that 
she become his wife. 
How to them 
she replied that she would not, for the 
taking to ‘husband of a king who had 
no more realm to rule over than a few 
folk, did not appeal to the proud prin­ 
cess. How Harald swore that he would 
hot cut his hair nor comb it until he 
had gotten to himself all Norway, 
“with the scat thereof and the dues.” 
How after years of strenuous effort 
and warfare he brought all Norway 
under a away that was to be feared 
wherever 
the 
Norse 
tongue 
was 
spoken, Hu.v he solemnly bathed and 
cut his hair, held a feast, and wedded 
Hie 
exacting 
but 
now 
triumphant 
Gyda, queen of the world within her 
ken. 


That was ten centuries ago, when 
Harald introduced to Norway that 
centralization and consolidation 
of 
power which was to make of him a 
tyrant and a blight upon the ambitions 
of the nobles who felt the weight of 
his sway. 
The freemen resisted as 
long as they could. Beaten again and 
again in fight, many of them with­ 
d rew from the land of their birth, pre­ 
ferring exile with their accustomed 
liberties to a vt.^alajje which was an 
outrage to the free-born. 


Discovered by Naddodd. 


Thu-^ b* gun the incursions and ex- 
• ( i’miins of the Vikings. 
The fair- 
iiuitved warriors of the North spread 
then.^elves over many lands, even in 
(ar-off Byzantium. 
For centuries Jhe 
Coa.n and river hamlets of England 


Scotland and Ireland were constantly 
on the alert in case of depredations 
and sudden descents. 
The 
distant 
lava peaks of Faroe ultimately became 
the homes of those who dared not 
return to Norway, until at last one of 
their number, the Viking Naddodd. left 
the isles and was driven by contrary 
winds in sight of the snow-capped 
peaks of Iceland. 
A landing was ef­ 
fected, but Naddodd found no trace of 
human beings. Christening the newly 
discovered country Snaeland, he im­ 
mediately took his departure. 
Four 
years later, in 804, came Gardar, a 
Swedish Viking, who was the first to 
circumnavigate the island. 
He re­ 
christened the land Gardar’s Holm. 
Then came Floki, who found his way 
to the island by the aid of ravens, and 
who gave to the then inhospitable 
land the present chilly name of Ice­ 
land. 


Reykjavik, 
the 
“smoking Creek,” 
now the principal town, was recog­ 
nized from the earliest times as an 
unfortunate location for a settlement 
and a capital. 
The original colony 
was settled here by Ingolfr Arnarst u, 
a lilgh-born Jarl of Norway, who left 
his native land in the company of his 
foster-brother, Hjorleifr, 
ten 
years 
after the descent of Floki upon its 
shores. 


Within GO years from the coming 
of Ingolfr, the population of the island 
is said to have numbered over 60,000. 
So muon land, however, had been taken 
by the first comers that an agreement 
was made by which all late comers 
could take only as much land as they 
could encompass by fire in a day. This 
was done by building a huge fire in 
the center of the lot, whence the claim­ 
ant traveled in a circle as far away 
from the, fire as he could see the 
smoke. 


Kindly and Hospitable. 


From this virile race, which scorned 
to bend the knee to Harald, the mod­ 
ern Icelanders are descended, 
They 
are kindly and 
hospitable to 
the 
stranger within their borders, while 
their homes are simple and quaint. 
Some are old dwelling places of turf 
and stone with an inclosed mowing 
patch, the sheep folds, the byre and 
a small garden for vegetables. 
The 
spoken tongue of Iceland is no longer 
heard in the Norse valleys, but in the 
arctic isolation of their island home 
the Icelanders have retained it In 
Its ancient purity; and sagas and tra­ 
ditions of the remote past are as 
familiar as household words to the In­ 
habitants. 


The government, down to the grant­ 
ing of autonomy, had at its head a 
minister, appointed by the king of 
Denmark, resident at Reykjavik, and 
responsible to the althing, or the 
parliament of the colony, for all acts 
concerning Iceland, The althing con­ 
sisted of 30 members, of whom 30 I 
were elected by the people and six by 
the crown. 
It was elected every two 
years, and was divided into two cham­ 
bers, of which the upper was composed 
of six elected and six appointed mem­ 
bers. while the lower consisted of 24 
elected members. 
The king of Den­ 
mark had the nominal right of veto. 


In 1P11 suffrage was extended to 
women and servants, and the right is 
now posse.s&ed by all competent ad­ 
ults. 
The revenue of the country is 
derived almost entirely from customs. 
Elementary education is well provided 
'for, and the number of illiterates Is 
remarkably small. 


Siam's Boat Life. 


The boat life of Slam is extremely 
interesting. 
Business rnd pleasure, 
health and happiness, all center in | 
tiie river or its branches. A boat and 
a paddle are almost as natural and in­ 
dispensable possessions to a Siamese 
as his arms or legs. 
lie has no no­ 
tion of traveling any distance except 
by boat, and the idea of living in a 
place inaccessible by water generally ,

strikes him as absurd. 
Three weeks 
to come down stream with a full car­ 
go, a week to dispose of it and in­ 
dulge in the gayeties of the capital, 
four or flu months to get hack with 
the emptied boat, and the rest of the 
year for farm work at home—such is 
the program of many a Siamese fam­ 
ily.

Pennsylvania, prescribing Rates for 
the use thereof, and providing rr^nal- 
ties for violation of the Ordinance. 
Be it enacted by the Burgess and 
Town Council of tho Borough of Xew j 
Oxford. Adams County, Pennsylvania, 
and it is hereby enacted and ordained 
by the authority of the same, that the 
following Rules and Regula’iions, Rates 
and Penalties, for the supply and use 
of Water to the Citizens of said Bor­ 
ough. be and are hereby adopted, and 
approved: 
1. 
The water of the Borough Water 
Plan't shall not be used by any person 
who shall not first have obtained a 
permit signed by the Chairman of the 
Water Committee or some member of 
said Committee duly authorized and 
appointed by liim, nor for any other 
purpose than shall be specified in said 
permit. 
2. 
No attachment shall be made to 
the main pipe, nor detachmen’t from it, 
except under the direction and control 
of the said Water Committee; 
nor 
shall any additional 
attachment be 
made to any consumer's service pipe 
for any purpose than that specified in 
the permit until th» 3 same has been en­ 
tered upon his or her permit. 
3.' All water rents shall be paid 
quarterly in advance. 
Paihn*e to pay 
the same within 30 days after it is due 
may be regarded by the Water Com­ 
mittee a notice of a desire to discon­ 
tinuo the use of the water and it may 
detach the branch or at its option, 
compel payment.

If .ill the (linmnnds miiif'd in liisloi-y nnd existing lodny as cut and 
polished gonis were palhored from the ends of tl'.c earth, they wonld form 
a pile about as large as a wagon load of coal dumped on the sidewalk, says 
a Chicago statistical expert. 


The pile would contain 46,35o,474 carats and the gems would weigh 
ton and one-half tons. If the pile were in the form of a cone, it would have 
a bas3 diameter of eight feet and a height of live feet. 
Reckoning the 
diamonds at $.100 a carat, it would have a value of 5^i-?i,n0G,R42,2OO. 
It 
would contain 710 1-3 gallons worth $5,539,023 a gallon ; or 76 1-3 bushels 
valued at $51,570,729 a bushel. All the world’s diamonds could be packed 
in an ordinary clothes closet or a kitchen panlr}'. 


This estimalc is based on an approximation of the totfll output of 
rough diamonds in the world’s entire history. 
India, it is cslimatcd, has 
produced, all told, 50,000,000 carats; Brazil, 15,000,000; South Africa, 
170,574,000; Borneo, 1,000,000; Briti.«h Guiana, 50,000; Australia, 150,- 
000; China, 2,000; Siberia, 500; United States, 500. This is a total rough 
output of 236,777,374 carals, or 55 3-5 tons avoirdupois. 


Only about fifty per cent of rough diamond.«? are cut into gems and 
lose about sixt}’ per ccnt of their weight in being cut and polished. 
Dia­ 
monds are practically indeslrticliblo and the first diamond ever mined may 
possibly still be in existence. 
But the estimate allows for the loss of at 
least 1,000,000 carats by flood, fire, shipwrcck and other disasters, .These 
reductions and losses leave the total of cut and polished diamonds at 46,- 
355,41'4 carats. 


The estimate of $300 a carat is the minimum price at which diamonds 
can be bought toda\’. 
The popular demand for diamonds was never so 
great and they have become the gem of the working people as well as (iie 
wealthy classes. 
They arc worth three times as much now as before the 
war and sell at from $300 to $1,000 a carat.

Kites of lake cities “located” in the 
days of wiUl speculation, before the 
panlc^of is;i7, were scattered hero and 
there along the shore of Lake Michi­ 
gan and Lake Huron. 
Promoters, en­

PROF. J . HOWARD IVKRT 


Prof. J. Howard Wert well known 
writer and educator, and Adama coun- 
ty superintend-jnt of schools for sev- 
eral years* died Thursday night at 
his home in Hnrrisburg after a long 
illness, at an advanced age. 
He had 
been seriously ill for some weeks tnd 
his death was not unexpected. For 
years he had been 
living 
retired. 
Prof. Wert was born on a farm near 
GrettyshnrpT, tlie only child of Adam 
and 
Catherine 
(Houghtelin) 
Wert. 
His father, a man of exceptional abil- 
ity, was a leader among Ponnsylva- 
nia Abolitionists. His niotlier, 
also 
very gift«?d, was. very conspicuous in 
the annals of early I\Iotliodism in 
Southern Pennsylvania. 
The decoasod 
spent six years at Gettysburg Collsge, 
graduating in 1S61. While in colloge, 
he acquired considerable x^eputation as 
a writer. His first serial, "The Mystic 
League of Three", a novel in twenty 
chapters, written Avhile in the Sopho- 
more year, won a prize and was pub- 
lished in Frank Queen's "New York 
Clipper." 
Having been dramatized, it 
was produced soon after at one of the 
Row»ery tb^aires, wnih a run of 40 
nights. It was a story of sporting life 
in the large cities written a't a time 
hat the young auUior had never seen a 
larger town than Gettysburg. In va- 
rious capacities. Professor W'?rt saw 
many of the stirring scenes of the 
Civil Wan including the battle of Get- 
tysburg. 


During the Gettysburg campaign he 
did considerable service as a scout for 
which b? was well fitted by his inti- 
mate knowledge of the whole 
sur- 
rounding country. 
Concerning the de- 
cisive battle he wrote many valuable 
articles as well as an exti^nded history 
first published in 1SS6. 


The close of the war found Professor 
Wert a lieutenant in Company G. 209th 
Pennsylvania Volunteers.

Wireless Telephone Will Do Much 
to insure Speedy Mall 
Deliveries. 


BRITISH EXPERTS AT WORK 


When New System Is Working Prop­ 
erly Pilots Will Be in Constant 
Touch With Ground by Means 
of Wireless. 


London,—Will the aorial mail sorv- 
lei\ when its organization has been 
Improved, still continue to bo inter- 
rnpied by such adverse weather as 
during tho past w’eek prevented on 
several days the flying of the mail 
machines between London and Paris? 
Ask(»d (his question the otiier day by 
a n'presentativo of the London Times. 
Holt Thomas, wliose high speed bi­ 
planes carry the London-Parls mail, 
replied with an emphatic "no.” 
At present, he explained, we are 
flying daily over wlmt is, to a large 
extent, still an unorganized route; and 
it is no exaggeration at all to say that 
when all tho organization which we 
are busily preparing is brought ac­ 
tually into play, as It will be before 
w e have to encounter another winter, 
such conditions as prevented Lieuten­ 
ant McMulliii from getting through 
to Paris on the first day of the air I 
mail last Monday will have no ad­ 
verse eiTeet at all on the flying of a 
machine, either from (he point of view 
of safety or of adhering to scheduled 
time. 
Wireless telegraphy will help tis 
enormously and we have now the 
services of one of the most praetical 
experts in this country, who is con­ 
centrating his attention exclusively on 
the question as to how directional 
wireless and the wireless telephone 
may be nmde to help us in regular 
daily flying and to overcome such 
dllllcultles as at present cause delay. 
Information for Plane Pilot. 
When we have this system working 


it will be about 
feet high when

The point is now demonstrated very 
clearly that with a skillful pilot and 
a fast machine the only sort of at­ 
mospheric conditions wbi<*h seriously 
interrupts flying is such as we en­ 
counter sometimes on a bad November 
day, when an opaque mist, beginning 
almost at ground level, may extend 
upward, in an unbroken mass, to an 
altitude of something like 10,000 feet. 
Hurtling Through the Fog. 
A ])ilot in an airplane, tlying on 
through a thick mist, is as unhappy 
as a pedestrian in a dense fog—only 
more so. 
Xot only is there the ques­ 
tion of finding his w'ay. but he Is 
faced also by the embarrassing fact 
that, through not being able to turn 


his eye upon any horizon line, he can­ 
not .iudge the altitude or inclination 
of his machine in relation to the 
ground below, with the result that he 
may get into a side slip or spin and 
find suddenly that his machine has 
passed out of his control—a condition 
of ail’airs which may spell extreme 
peril. 
Then we expect very soon to have 
improved 
considerably 
the 
instru­ 
ments in a macIUne which tell its 
pilot its altitude and inclination when 
he is deprived by fog or cloud of a 
horizon line. 
Then, as yet another 
point, w’e are working on the question 
of lighting aerodomes and landing 
grounds so that a pilot can make a 
sai’e contact with the ground even 
when the air is heavily obscured. 
This is. of course, a point of capital 
importance. 
It 
is 
not 
enough 
to 
guide a man accurately while he is 
flying in misty weather. 
You must 
be able to Insure him also a safe 
alighting.

^ H E autonomy that has come 
as a gift of the war to Ice- 
land merely follows upon a 
former home rule granted by 
Denmark to tho island folk in 1874. 
Hordorlng as tho island does upon tho 
arctic circle, it would seem anoma- 
lous indeed that the former home of 
tho 
freo-neck'Hl, 
all-conquering 
Vi- 
kings should be associated with aught 
hut human liberty, or that the re- 
straints and oppressions of autocratic 
irovernments should be familiar things 
hi this little detached world. But Ice- 
land has had its political 
struggles 
nevertheless, and from the very be- 
ginning of its history it became the 
refuge and 
sanctuary 
of 
a 
people 
Becking safety and refuge from the 
Intolerable tyranny of a Norseman's 
rule. 


Iceland's story is really the story of 
the Viking, 
says 
Christian 
Science 
Monitor, .^n a minor degree it is as- 
sooiatod v ith the mission of the Celt 
and Angi )-Saxon in the early diffu- 
sion of Chrislianity. 
In 1800 tho Ice- 
landers iU'tually celebrated the thou- 
sandth anniversary of the landing of 
the first Christians. 


One is apt to picture the Viking as 
a sea-rov.'r making his warship fast 
to that of his enemy while the shouts 
of the vipior rise high above the clash 
and clang of spear and battleax upon 
shield an ' helmet. 
But war wa^ not 
really his occupation nor was the sea 
his home. 
He only turned to tho sea 
for pluni>r and recreation when he 
wearied of ^the pastoral life. 
If he 
was a m m of wealth and influence, in 
the old N'»rse country, he was certain 
to possess many thralls or retainers, 
to own a great hall and possibly a 
temple. 
In the center of the hall 
would be a row of fires, and against 
the wall the high seat or place of 
honor, its great pillars carved 
and 
crowned with images of Thor, Odin 
and Friggii. The Viking himself would 
be magnificently attired, his garments 
iiound with plates of gold, and his 
sword, 
"rire-oMhe-Sea-King,'; 
in 
a 
jeweled scabbard by hl3 side. 
On his 
ner'k would doubtless bo a collar of 
engraved gold, while ills flowing cloak 
Wiiuld be edgod with gold. 


Such, also, was the early Icelander 
in the early stages of his migration 
from th'* old Nors^^ 


How Iceland Was Settled. 


The Vikings peoph'd the remote is- 
land deliberately, as a land 
where 
freedom awaited them. Unlike other 
lands it hi.d no prehistoric history. 
Fire-born, it had known not even the 
prehistovir savage,

Scotland and Ireland were constantly 
on the alert in case of depredations 
and sudden 
dosconts. 
The 
distant 
lava peaks of Faroe idtimatoly became 
tho homes of those who dared not 
return to Norway, until at last one of 
their numbor, the Viking Naddodd. left 
tho isles and was driven by contrary 
winds in sight of tho 
snow-capped 
peaks of Iceland. 
A landing was ef- 
fected. but Naddodd found no trace of 
human beings. Christening the newly 
discovered country Snaeland, he im- 
mediately took his departure. 
Four 
years later, in 804. camo Gardar. a 
Swedish Viking, who was tho first to 
circumnavigate 
the island. 
lie 
re- 
christenod tho laud Gardar's 
Holm. 
Then came Floki, who found his way 
to the island by tho aid of ravens, and 
who gave to the then 
inhospitable 
laud the present chilly name of Ice- 
land. 


Reykjavik, 
the 
"smoking 
Creek," 
now the principal town, was recog- 
nized from the earliest times as an 
imfortunate location for a sottlement 
and a capital. 
Tho ori-ilnal colony 
was settled here by Ingolfr Arnarst 
a high-born Jarl of Norway, who left 
his native land in the company of his 
foster-brother, 
Hjorleifr, 
ton 
years 
after tho descent of Flokl upon its 
shores. 


Within 00 years from the coming 
of Ingolfr, the population of tho island 
is said to have numbered over 60,000. 
So mucn land, however, had been taken 
by the first comers that an agreement 
was made by which all late comers 
could take only as much land as they 
could encompass by fire in a day. This 
was done by building a huge fire in 
the center of the lot, whence the claim- 
ant traveled in a circle as far away 
from the. fire as he could see the 
smoke. 


Kindly and 
Hospitable. 


From this virile race, which scorned 
to bend the knee to Harald, the mod- 
ern Icelanders are descended. 
They 
are 
kindly 
and 
hospitable 
to 
the 
stranger within their borders, while 
their homos are simple and quaint. 
Some are old dwelling places of turf 
and stone with an inclosed mowing 
patch, the sheep folds, the byre and 
a small garden for vegetables. 
The 
spoken tongue of Iceland is no longer 
lieard in the Norse valleys, but in the 
arctic isolation of their island home i 
the Icelanders 
have retained 
it 
in 
Its ancient purity; and sagas and tra- 
ditions of tho remote past are 
as 
familiar as household words to the In- 
habitants. 


The government, down to the grant- 
ing of autonomy, had at its head a 
minister, appointed by the king of 
Denmark, resident at Reykjavik, and 
responsible 
to the 
althing, 
or 
the 
parliament of the colony, for all acts 
*?oncernIng Iceland. The althing con- 
sisted of 30 members, of whom 30 
were elected by the people and six by 
the crown. 
It was elected every two 
years, and was divided into two cham- 
bers, of whieli the upper was composed 
of six elected and six appointed mem- 
bers. wlille the lower consisted of 24 
eltcted members. 
The king of Den- 
mark had tho nominal riglit of veto. 


In li^ll suffrage \vas extended to 
women and servants, and the right is 
now posh,e.sbed by all competent ad- 
ults. 
The revenue of the country is 
derived almost entirely from customs. 
Elementary uducaiion Is well provided 
'for, and the number of illiterates is 
remarkably small.

Vlilk Production Sensitive to 
Changes m Prices 


Milk production is so sensitive to changes in prices that the milk 
proflucer, the milk distributor, and the milk consumer are best protected 
through a fluctuating prio3 which insures, as far as now seems possible, 
R iairly constant supply of milk, according to a bulletin Just issued by 
the agricultural experiment station of the University of Illinois. 
Owing 
to the great variation in the monthly cost of milk production, a flat rate 
for any CA'tcnHed period would probably shift production to the more 
profitable months. If the price of milk fluctuates approximately with the 
cost of production, the distributor’s supply is automatically regulated, the 
millc producer’s market is protected, and the consumer is assured of a 
noVmal supply of milk throughout the year. 
The bulletin confirms the opinion held among dairy farmers of the 
great importance of pasture in milk production. The feed expense in the 
summer months in which pastxires are good is occasionally only one-fourth 
of that in certain winter months when large amounts of farm-raised and 
purchased feeds arc fed. 
The amount of man labor involved in the production of milk is con­ 
siderably less in the summer months than in the winter months. 
This 
is true whether based upon the total amount of labor used on the lierd 
or upon amount involved in the production of one hundred pounds of 
milk. 
Proper significance of this reduction in labor is appreciated only 
when attention is drawn to the fact that these savings in labor occur 
during the pasture season, which coincides with the crop season, when the 
maximum labor is needed in the field. 
Aside from man labor, feed and 
horse labor, 
the expenses of producing milk are more or less constant 
throughout the year. When all expenses are included the net cost of pro­ 
ducing one hundred pounds of milk in June is sixty per cent of the year 
cost, and in Decomber about one hundred and twenty per ccnt. 
With a fluctuating seasonal cost, it is expected that farmers will tend 
to concentrate production in the more profitable months. 
As the urban 
trade demands a constant supply of milk throughout the year, the price 
of milk must fluctuate approximately with the cost of production in order 
to prevent an extra shortiige at one time and a large surplus at another. 
In other words, a properly adjusted fluctuating price for milk throughout 
the year protects the farmer’s market and the distributor’s and con­ 
sumer’s supply. 


Arabian Plant Produces 
Seeds That Cause People 
to Behave Ridiculously 


In Arabia there Is a plant whose 
seeds produce effects shnilar to tho^so 
caused by laughing gas. 
The natives 
dry the seeds and reduce them to 
fiowder, a small dose of which has 
curious elTecLs. 
It causes the sober­ 
est person to dance and laugh excit­ 
edly and to behave in a ridiculous 
manner for nearly an hour. 
By tliis 
time exhaustion sets In and he falls 
asleep, to wake up after several hours 
with no recollection of his antics. 
The fruits of some plants destroy 
the taste of sweetness, 
A berry found 
In the district of Ashanti renders sour 
and bitter substances sweet. 
Electric 
shocks can be obtained in central In­ 
dia by merely touching the leaves of 
the electric tree. 
In Brazil .some plants show remark­ 
able luminosity. 
One is so luminous 
that it can be plainly distinguished In 
the darkest nights for a distance of 
more than a mile. 
In its immediate 
vicinity it emits sufiiclent light to en­ 
able a person to read tlie smallest 
print. 
One of the most wonderfully 
constituted plants of this country is 
the ball-thro^Ying fungus. It is a small 
fungus, about Uie size of a pea, which 
projects ft ball to a distance of sev­ 
eral inches with a distinctly audible 
report.

Overtaken and Passed by 
Popular Little Cigarette 


Clear fypps of tolincco rlre prodiicfHl 
in New England, New York. Pennsyl* 
\\ania» the Miami valley in Ohio, Wis­ 
consin, Georgia and Florida. 
Of the 
entire toliacco crop of 1,880.000.000 
pounds In 1010, the cigar type» con­ 
st (tuted about one-sixth, and the chew­ 
ing. smoking, snuiT and export types 
most of the remainder, according to 
fhe bureau of crop estimates. United 
States department of agriculture. .The 
cigar types are heavy prr)ducers per 
acre, the average for 1010 being 1,205 
pounds, while the other types had an 
av(»rage of 070 pounds. 
Before* 1010, the average farm price 
of the cigar types of tobacco was al­ 
ways above that of tho other typos, 
as a whole, but In that year the ex­ 
traordinary demand for tobacco other 
than the cigar classes and the im­ 
mensely increased use of tobacco for 
cigarettes raised tho averai^e fann 
price of the composite chewing, smok­ 
ing, snuff and export types to 41.3 
cents on Decomber 1, or greatly above 
the price of 21.0 cents for cigar to­ 
bacco, 
Indeed, the latter class of to­ 
bacco had a lower price than in either 
1018 or 1017, not because of increase 
of production, but because of weaker 
demand. The cigar has been overtak­ 
en and passed by tho cigrnrette. 


GHOST IS AVERSE 
TO MODERN HOUSES 


BACK-YARD PULLETS 
MAKE GOOD RECORD 


Chickens which lay so prolifieally 
that they pay in a short time for their 
original cost and their feed are the 
kind of which all suburbanites dream. 
S. B, Horton of Washington, D, C., 
has them in his baek yard. 
On May 1, 1010, Mr. Horton bought 
in two-day-old White Leghorn chicks. 
TJje baby chicks were brooded with 
jars filled with hot water until they 
were old enough to be put in an out­ 
side coop. 
Later a six by eight-foot 
house was built for them, with an out­ 
side yard only four feet square. 
Seven of these were pullets which 
began laying on October 22, wlien they 
were less than six months old. Their 
laying record for November was 115 
eggs, and for December 137 eggs, a 
total of 252 eggs for the two months, 
or an average of 30 eggs a pullet for 
the two-month period, In all probabil­ 
ity they would have made a record of 
150 eggs in December but for the cold 
wave during the latter part of the 
month. 
Crediting the birds with eggs at the 
market pricc of 90 cents a dozen (they 
were $1 part of the time) for the pe 
riod. they had paid for their original 
cost and all feed by December 15. In 
figuring the total cost of the project, 
the cost of tlie seven other chicks 
raised, which were cockerels, was fig­ 
ured, and allowance was made for their 
market value when slaughtered. From 
now on the upkeep of this flock will 
be small compared with the revenue. 
The pullets were fed scratch feed 
morning and night, wltli a dry mash 
made of equal parts of 
middlings, 
bran, cornmeal, and meat scrap, be 
foie them all the time. This ration is 
one used and advocated by the United 
States 
department 
of 
agriculture. 
Nearly every day they were given a 
little green stuff, such as cabbage or 
sprouted oats, as well as table scraps 
and grit and oyster shell. 


“Pork Barrel” Legislation 
and What the Term Means 


*Tork barrel legislation,” in political 
parlance. Is legislation involving ap­ 
propriations for buildings and public 
work largely for tho purpose of aiding 
representatives and senators In mak­ 
ing a good Impression on their con- 
Btltuents. The expression is based on 
the rural custom of sharing the con­ 
tents of the pork barrel with a neigh­ 
bor who has failed to lay aside a win­ 
ter’s supply, und the similarity of this 
custom to that of congressmen trading 
votes to help each other weather the 
political storms back home.

Death Rate for 1918 Was 
Highest in History of the 
Country, Statistics Shov» 


The death rate of IS for each 1.000 
of population In the death refiistratlon 
area of 30 states and 27 cities, with a 
total estimated population of 81,808,* 
104 for 1018 was the highest on rec­ 
ord. according to the census bureau’s 
annual 
mortality 
statistics, 
which 
show 1,471,3<37 deaths for the year. 
Of the total deaths, 477,407, or more 
than 32 per cent, were due to Influen­ 
za and pneumonia, 380,900 having oc­ 
curred in the last four months-of the 
year when an epidemic of tlieso dis­ 
eases prevailed. The rate for iniluen- 
za and pneumonia was 583.2 for each 
lOO.OUO. 
Influenza 
caused 
244.0S1 
deaths and pneumonia* 232.78G, show­ 
ing rates of 280.0 and 284.3 for each 
100.000, respectively, the highest rates 
which ever have appeared for these 
causes. The rate In 1917 for Influen­ 
za was 17.2 and for pneumonia 140.8. 
Tho other principal causes of deaths 
were organic diseases of tlie heart, 
tuberculosis, acute nephritis, Bright’s 
disease and cancer, Avhich 
together 
were responsible for 391.381 deaths, or 
nearly 27 per cent of tlie total during 
the year. 


Natives Employ Curious 
Methods to Heal Wounds 


Inhabitants of the little mountain 
country of Montenegro employ curious 
methods of medical treatment, accord­ 
ing to American physicians who did 
relief work there. The first thought of 
of the natives in healing wounds is to 
apply chewing tobacco, horsehair or 
fresh rabbit skin to a sore, with the 
hair facing ,{nslde. Common Ink is con­ 
sidered to be a sovereign remedy for 
burns. Cobwebs are used in Montene­ 
gro to stop bleeding sores or wounds, 
When a person Is bitten by a dog, the 
favorite remedy is to pull off the ani­ 
mal's ear and rub the wound with It, 
Since the arrival of American physi­ 
cians, however, the natives are mak­ 
ing numerous visits to Red Cross clin­ 
ics and dispensaries as a means of 
curing their ills.

THE OULD SOD 


St. Patrick in the Annals 
of Clonmacnois 
C 


’lONMACNOIS owes a raensure 
of Its fame to the “Annals," 
written in Gaelic and of very 
groat antiquity. 
The earlier 
portion of tlie history is undoubtedly 
largely mythical, and even In the more 
modern part, fable and fact are so In­ 
terlaced that It is extremely difflcult to 
attain certainty. 
It claims to be a 
narration of events from the dawn of 
humanity down to 1408, when tho rec­ 
ord closed. 
According to the old chroniclers all 
the heathen kings who reigned In Ire­ 
land until the time of St. Patrick num­ 
bered ISO. 
They trace the origin of 
the Gaelic people anterior to the time 
of Noah and write of events beyond 
the range of human knowledge, with 
nil tho assurance of undoubtlng cer­ 
tainty. 
Much Is written about St. Patrick in 
the “Annals" but, iiere again, the 
miraculous and improbable are so 
commingled with reality that it is hard 
to determine whut is truth and what Is 
Qctlon. 
I translate a portion of it bearing 
upon the life of St. Patrick. Avhlch Is 
doubtless in the main correct: 
“In the fourth year of King Leogair’s 
reign St. Patrick, the apostle of Ire­ 
land, was sent over by commission of 
Pope Celestlne to convert the land 
from pugunism to Christianity, but ho 
did not land here until after the death 
of Celestlne, In the first year of Sixtus, 
his successor, in the year A. D. 432. 
Ardmachu was edllled and made the 
inetropolltan see of Ireland by St. Pat­ 
rick, Some writers say that St. James 
the Apostle came to this land; others 
say that Palladius was sent hero be­ 
fore St. Patrick, but he had not much 
success, for he converted to the faith 
but five parishes only, which were In 
Leinster, and as he was returning to 
Home he died In Pictland (Scotland),*’ 
In the "Annals" frequent mention Is 
made of St. Kleran, wlio was not only 
the founder of Clonmacnois, but was 
also the patron saint of the men of 
Connaught. Tho “Annals of Ivinlsfal" 
assign the year 500 as the date of St. 
Kleran's birth and 548 as that of his 
death. So great was his reputation for 
sanctity that people In that part of 
Ireland, even now. couple his name 
with deity when they wish 
to 
give 
iiiliticiiiai force to an assertion.

land Is Indebted to St. Patricia for the 
exemption. This merit Is still attrib­ 
uted to Uie .saint, not only by ihe un­ 
educated. but also by some of those 
who stand In tht» relationship of moral 
and Intellectual guides of the peopje. 
Jocellne. a monk of Kurness. a 
writer of the twelfth century, was tho 
llrst to give currency to this reputed 
miracle of St. Patrick. The old chron- 
lt*h?r writes: “As the season of I-.ent 
apj)roacJied St. Patrick withdrew Into 
a lilgh mountain oir the western coast 
of Connaught, to be more at leisure 
for contemplation 
and prayer. 
He 
fasted for 4U days, without taking any 
sustenance. 
After his period of fttst* 


ing was completed, to,this place he 
gathered together the several tribes of 
serpents and venomous creatures, and 
drove them headlong Into the Western 
I ocean. From hence hatli proceeded the 
exemption Ireland enjoys from all poi­ 
sonous reptiles." 
Soiinus, who wrote a few hundred 
years before St. Patrick arrived in Ire­ 
land, makes mention of the fact of 
Ireland’s freedom from all venomous 
creatures, but assigns no cause for the 
exemption. The Venerable Bede, in the 
eighth century, notices the same fact, 
but says nothing of St. Patrick In this 
connection. 
Donat, bishop of Fisuiae, near Flor­ 
ence, who lived in the seventh century, 
wrote a Latin poem describing his na­ 
tive country, Ireland, in which he re­ 
fers to the absence of snakes from the 
land and frogs from the lakes of this 
favored isle. A translation of the poem 
is subjoined: 


F a r westward Ues an isle of ancient fame. 
By nature blessed, and Scotia is her 
name; 
Enrolled in books; exhaustlesa is tier 
store 
Of veiny silver and of eolden ore. 
H er 
fruitful 
soil 
forever 
teems 
with 
wealth, 
With gems her waters, and her air with 
health, 
H er verdant fields with millc and honey 
flow. 
H er woolly fleeces vie with virgin snow, 
H er waving furrows float with bearded 
corn, 
And arm s and arts her envied sons adorn. 
No savage bear with lawless fury roves, 
No ravenous lion through her peaceful 
groves. 
No poison there infects, no scaly snake 
Creeps through the grass, nor frogs an* 
noy the lake; 
An island worthy of its pious race, 
In war triumphant, and unmatched in 
peace. 


This enthusiastic, expatriated Irish 
saint of the seventh century mentions 
the exemption above noted, *as among 
(he many blessings enjoyed by tlie 
I highly favored isle, 
Had Donat be- 
lleved that St. Patrick had been the 
active agent In securing this boon to 
Ireland, It Is improbable that: he would 
neirlect to state the fact. 
In his “Confessions,St. Patrick lays 
no claim to miraculous power of any 
kind unless it be, as the Instrument of 
divine grace In the conversion and 
transforming of sinners, whereby they 
became the children of God, It Is not 
known that there was any oUier au­ 
thority for the story of St. Patrick’s 
banishing the snakes, but Jocellne, 
^Copyrlght, 1920. Western Newspaper Union)

NEEDFIRE OLD FOLK CUSTOM 


Part of the Rjtual of Purification That 
Has Survived in Scotland Until 
Recently. 


In folk custom, needfire is fire kin- 
dled by friction of two sticks of wood 
or Of a rope on a wooden stake to 
ward oiT demons of disease. Among the 
many customs and beliefs connected 
with fire m e of the most imporlant is 
that of Wtual purification. 
The new 
fire is supposed to reirenernte, as fire 
Rav:iifife is designed to sustain, the 
invisible beings. 
Needfire is a prac- 
tice. usually, of shepherd peoples to 
ward off disease from the flocks. In 
historic tiuies the sparks for kindling 
ihe needtire were obtained by twirling 
a wooden peg around a wooden post. 
As in tlie .v.ase of new fire, the need- 
fire was almost always accompanied 
with tlie extinguishing of tlie fires of 
the locality, and the neighbors also 
rekindled t»ieir fires from it as in the 
new fire ceremony. 
In practice, the 
people passed, or the lierds were driv- 
er» throuKh or between the flames of 
the needfirw for purification. Tlie needr 
fire custom survived in the highlands 
of Scotland until 
recent 
date,

still exist in parts of Europe,

BIG GAIN IN POTATO 
YIELD 


Production Per Acre Is Thirty-Six Per 
Cent Higher Than That of 
Twenty Years Ago.

Ail aniniaiiï roquire plenty of good 
pure water. This is especially true of 
tlie milking cow. as water constitute'; 
more than three-fourths of the total 
volume of milk. 
The water supply, 
therefore, 
demands 
the 
dairyman's 
most careful attention. 
Stale or im- 
pure water is distasteful to the cow 
and she will not drink enough for max- 
imum milk production. 
Such water 
may also carry disease germs which 
might make the milk unsafe for hu- | 
man consumption or bo dangerous to 
the cow herself. 
During the winter, 
when cows are stabled the greater part 
of the time, they should be watered 
two or three times a day unless ar- 
rangements have been made to keop 
water before them at all times. 
The 
water should, if possible, be 15 or 20 
degrees above the freezing point, and 
should be suppik^d at praoticaliy the 
same temperature every day. 
AVhen 
water well above freezing temperature 
Is stored in tanks and piped directly 
to the cow, there is probably little oc- 
casion for facilities to warm it. When 
it stands in a tank on which ice often 
forms, it usually pays well to warm it 
slightly. 
This can be done by a tank 
heater, by live stf-am, or by hot water
